Beoker (a partner of the firm of Messrs. 
Bander, Wielor & Co.) and Messrs, Harry 
Wicking & Co. (the liquidators of the 
business of the firm of Messrs, Sander, 
Wieler & Co.), claimed from Chin Wah, 
compradore of the firm, $65,000 for 
damages, losses and expanses incarred by 
breach of a compradore's agreement. 

Tho Hon. Mr. E. H. Sharp, 5.C.. 
O.B.B., and the Hon, Mr, H. E. Pollock. 
K.C, (instructed by Mr. H. J. Gedge) 
appeared for plaintifis; and Mr. C. @. 
Alabastor, O.B.E., and Mr. Eldon Potter 
(instructed by Mr. C. D, Wilkinson)’ 
appeared for the dofastiants. 

Continuing his argument, on Thuraday,- 
Mr. Bharp said that when the ease was 
adjourned the previous afternoon he had 
just concluded the consideratiun vf & 
aeries of cases and other authoritics upon 
the initial point tha, the German firma 
of Bander, Weiler & Co. were, from the 
vutbreak of war. licensed to remain and 
carry on lawful trading. In support of 
his contention, he drew attention to the 
Attorney-General’s statement on the posi- 
tion of German firms from the outbreak 
of war, which wag exactly correct in fact 
and in consunance with the laws lnid 
down in cuses put before His Lordship. 
The firm was carrying on business under 
an implied licenco, and it did not depend 
upon Mr. Becker's undertaking, which 
was merely a personal undertaking to be 
of good behaviour, and wag the sate AN 
that which all other enemy aliens here 
had to give. The implied licence depend. 
ed, not upon the undertaking of Mr. 
Becker, which was & personal matter, as, 
being a Gorman, he had to enter into an 
agreement with the Government. ‘It was 
not on that they bused their case, but on 
the argument which be had clearly defined’ 
in his opening. There was the establish- 
ed law un all those cases from Englan 
in regard to tho position of an enomy 


subject who was allowed to remain Bad yo 


carry on his trade, “The oorrespondehch 
between Messrs, Deacon, Looker, Deacon 
& Harston, on behalf of Messrs. Sander, 
Weiler, and the Government showed that 
the lutier knew that the German firms 
were in the Colony, among them Sander, 
Weiler & Co.; and that Sander, Weiler & 
Co. had piece goods of Britich manufac. 
turg tu a considerable value. Theso goods 
were urdered from British firms for 
Chinese. The other side had argued that 
the liquidations of enemy firms were not 
in the interests of the British. He rq 
plied that the whole foundation of tho 
liquidation was based in the interests of 
the British, and fairly in justice t other 
people. It was quite clear that the 
liquidation scheme under the instructions 
of the Government was primarily’ in the 
interests uf British banks, which were 
profoundly involved, and the trade of the 
Colony, which was also profoundly in- 
volved. To suggest that the whole pro 
eodure of the Court should be changed 
because there was an ultimate sugplus ia 
the liquidation was simply grotesque. It 
was quite clear that the correspondenco 
related to the carrying out of all past con- 
tracts. The defendant suggested,however, 
that the intention was to make only new 
contracts and ignore the contracts of the 
past. Mr. Sharp then read the letter of 
Messrs, Deacon, Looker, Deacon & Hars 
ton, passage by passage, concerning tha 
application that was made for @ licence 
by Sander, Weiler & Co. He gnid that 
the express licence was issued by the 
Government, although it knew the con- 
stitution of the German firm. ; 

iis Lordship: Wag Sander, Weilet's 
namo among the fist? 

Mr. Sharp: ¥es, bia name Was in the 
ychedule,- Mr. Alabaster thinks that we 
relied on tho express liconso; it in not BO: 
we relied upon the general Jaw and upon 
tho statement of tho 
Tho fact that the Government issted an 
express licence showed that: they wero 
awaro of the constitution tho firm, 
Mr, Sharp added that, accordiag to the 
Winding-up Ordioanoo, all 'monics col-

Supposing 
that there was no war, Sander, Weiler 
& Co. could have taken delivery of the 
goods by paying fur them? 


Mr. Bharp; The requirem nts here are 
Lthat the banks should be paid in full 
‘No goods should be delivered by the banks 
except for cash. : ; 

His Lordship: Supposing cash deposits 
are pfid into the hank. You will yet 
contend that the liability rests on the 
surety, althoug the goods have been paid 
for to the bank. 

Mr. Sharp: Yea, the bank bas been 
paid ip full, but as between the liquida- 
tors and the dealers these goods have not 
been paid for. 

“His Lordship: I am not expressing an 
opinion ; {am simply trying to find out 
the position. 

Mr. Sharp did not, think + 
him to refer to evidenos 
fot yet been admitted. Evidence 
was boing taken by the Registrar, and 
Mwhen that evidence wns put before his 
Lordship he would find thy explanation. 
‘His Lordship was at liberty to assnnio 

at as between the liquidator and tie 
bank. the bank had been paid, and that. 
as between the bank and the doaler. the 
denler had not paid. 


His Lordship: Is: it to be contended 
Mr. 


that the compradore is liable? 

Mr. Sharp: Yes. Continuing, 

Sharp stated that as Mr. Alabaster had 
submitted a hypothetical case drawing 
conclusions that it would mean this or 
that, ho, also, *would submit a hypotheti- 
cal cage, Bupposing that a Chinese firm 
was heavily indebted at the outbreak of 
war. His Lordship knew tho Government 
had given instructions not to press the 
Chinese as that would injure the market. 
and it waa evolved in the argument of 
the other side that it was common to give 
credit to the Chinese. Suppose that the 
Chineso firm was not in a position to 
pay arrears, though it was highly desir- 
able for the arrears to be paid iv toto and 
they went to tho creditor and said they 
were not in a position to pay. and the 
creditor replied that he would not allow 
them any credit. Supposing that the 
sum in qitestion was $10,000, and the eredi- 
tor said that for any fresh credit 
the man would have’ to pay for 
new dy in full and also some 
thing in addition to reduce the outstand. 
ing debt. Thero was vothing in the 
documents to prevent that, and it wouid 
ease the situation, which might otherwise 
create a deadlock. Supposing that the 
-sompradore and the surety said they 
preferred that the payments should be 
crodited to the old contracts. So far as 
ho could sec, the position was a sound 
ong and would deal with an otherwise 
dificult position. 1 
His Lordship: It is quite clear in that 
‘cae that the compradore’s position would 
b¥-quite different from that defined in 
‘the agroement. 
a Mr.ySharp: The hypothesis | put to 
u stas that eupposing it was done at 
the request-of the compradory and surcty. 
It is too late to start a new point, as all 
the evidence had already been taken. 

His Lordship: The compradare seems 
to be in a very much more serious posi 
tion at the outbreak of war than before. 
Mr. Sharp, continuing. submitted that 
tho best arrangements had been made and 
that the banks in the letter and the intent 
would not release the goods except for 
cash, Mr. Sharp next referred to the case 
of Rodrigues 7, Spier, and said that the 
cases cited against them were not licence 
cases, 

His Lordship: 1s this case on a general 
question of licence? ; 

Mr. Sharp: No, this was one of the 
cases used against us, and I will sbow 
that the cases used against us were not 
licence cases, and, I do not doubt that an 
alien cnemy, uniicensed, cannot bring an 
action in our Court. 

After further argument the case was 
adjourned till January 2ist.
